THE RUINOUS RAIN. 


Railroad Traffic Almost Entirely 
Suspended. 


Only Four Trains Leave the Union 
~ Depot This Morning.

A Total Rainfall of 6 6-10 Inches 
---A Rise of 17 Feet in 
the River. 


Condition of all the Railroads—Dam- 
age Done by the Floods, 


A Cold Wave From the West, and the 
Mercury Falls Twenty Degrees. 


The continuous: rainfall that began at 6 
o*’clock last Saturday morning ceased at 10 
o’clock last night and the winds suddenly 
veered around to the northwest, materially 
changing the temperature. This morning at 
6 o’clock the thermometer registered 20° 
above zero, with a slow moderation 
that reached 22° at noon. According 
tothe observations of ‘‘the oldest inhabit- 
ants,’’ such peculiar weather has not charac- 
terized this country for many years, but to 
the weather-wise it seems merely an indication 
that winter has commenced its prolonged 
agonies of dissolution. Incoming steamers 
this morning reported the Mississippi as flood- 
ing the lower States and having jumped its 
baaks in nearly a dozen places. The clerk 
of the steymer Ste. Genevieve says that 
at many points below the river is several 
miles wide, reaching outinto the hill counties 
and carrying devastation everywhere. The 
ferryboats at Cairo are transferring : passen- 
gers from the Missouri side to Cairo, and trav- 
eling a distance ot three miles. The tribu- 
taries are filled to overflowing, especially the 


Ohio, the Missouriand Red Rivers, and are 
pouring a constant fiood into the already 
overcrowded Mississippi.

Creek. The water in this and other small 
stieams in the sume section of country covers 
miles of ground. The passengers on 
the trains which have been delayed 
are being taken care of at the 
company’sexpense and are experiencing no 
inconvenience greater than the annoyance of 
an enforced wait ata wuy station. A tele 
gram toActing Passenger and’Ticket Agent 
OChesbrough this . morning announced 
that the water is subsiding so 
rapidly that the delayed trains 
wili be able to arrive by 7 o’clock to-night. 
Other trains onthe Vandalia are coming in

The last reguiar train went out on Sunday 
night andthe last incoming train arrivea on 
Sunday morning. Notrains have gone out or 
come insincethen. The chief trouble is the 
conaition ot several small bridges along 
the rosd, notablv the one just 
above Brighton, Lil. The company’s 
avents were unable to describe exactly the 
state of affairs ulong this line on account of 
the fact that wires are down and no dispatch- 
es can be received. No tickets are being sold 
atthe company’s office to-day, nor will pe 
until furtner ora:"s. 

BELLEVILLE. 

Richland Creek, which divides the city from 
West Belleville, is usually an insignificant 
stream, but now resemblesa river. it over- 
flowed its bunks and spread all over the bot- 
tom lancs of the vicinity of the nail mitls and 
F 4 Grounds. The latter are submerged. 

The Pump aud Skein works ure completely 
surrounded by water.Mr.Fred.Fleishbeinjpro- 
cured a skiif and relieved several families 
whose lives were in danger.

EAST ST. LOUIS.

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REACHED CHICAGO. 


The Great Storm Devastating the City on the 
Lake. 


OHICAGO, February 21. —The great storm has 
reached Chicago, and, after raining steady 
yesterday and last night, the weather has 
grown much colder, and snow has 
been falling since early this morning. 


Telegrapiic communication in most all direc- 
tions is seriously i:terfered with or entirely 
cut off. A private dispatch from Rock 
Island, Ill., says the storm raged so violently 
there lastnight that part of the great governu- 
ment bridge there, a solid stone and fron 
structure, was blown down. Advices from 
Vandalia, DIll., say the Okaw River is out of 
its banks, and the pottom iands, comprising 
an area of some three or four miles squure,are 
one vast sheatof water. Au immense amount 
of live stock and lumber has been swept 
away. The wateris hizherthanat any time 
since 1875, and asit is stillrisingit is greatly 
fexred that some of the bridges on 
the National road. wil! be swept 
away. At Carlinville, Iil., it bas 
rainea for forty-eight hours. All trains have 
been abandoned. Bridges and houses have 
been swept away and great dumage has been 
aone the farms situated in the low lands. 


The Fiood at Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, February 21.—The Ohio River is 
now higher than it haa been since the great 
flood of 1847. Atl1l:30it was 58 feet 6 inches 
and rising half aninch an hour. High winds 
prevailed this morning and colder weather 
with light snow. This will check the rise, 
though not immediately, as the river is still 
rising rapidly above. The wind has amost 
injurious effect on the railroad embankments 


in Mill Oreek Valley, as the waves tend to 
crumble in the banks. There are 
great fears that tne track of 
the Cincinnati and Baltimore Road 
will be seriously injured. Itis already aban- 
doned, owing to injury to the Gest street 
bridge. All business is practically suspended. 
The Oincinnati Soutnern and the Cincinnati 
Northern are the Only roads whbose 
tracks are free from water. The 
obstruction of other tracks and the flooding 
of side tracks of the Cincinnati Southern re- 
stricts business tothe running of passenger 
trains.

The Flood at Fvansville, 
EVANSVILLE, IND., February 21.—The rain

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POLITICAL. 


Committee on Banking. 
WASHINGTON, February 21.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency heard 
the argument of J. H. Eastman,Decorab, I[a., 
in favor of the bill authorizing the national 
banks to make loans upon mortgages of réal 
estate. 


Senator Allison’s bill, providing that the 
reserve fund of the Treasury shall consist of 
$120,000,000, three-quarters being gold and 
one-quarter silver dullars, was considered by 
the senate Finance Committee to-day, in 
connection with Sherman’s amend- 
ment, making the reserve consist 
so.ely of go!d coin and bullion and requiring 
that when the standard silver dollars in the 
Treasury, exclusive of those represented by 
outstanding silver certificates, shall exceed 
thirty millions, the coinage thereof shall 
cease until the amount falls below 
that maximum: also Senator Beck’s 
amendment to reduce the metai reserve to 
$100.000,000, and Senator Ferry’s to describe 
it simply as coin. No action was taken. 

The House Elections Committee decided to 
vote on the Cannon-Campbell case Friday.

His name, he said, was really Gordon, but it 
was also Aberdeen. His full title was 

GEORGE GORDON, EARL OF ABERDEEN 
and Marquis of Gordon. 

‘*He was born on the 10th of December, 1841, 
and succeeded his father in March 22, 1564 
His lineage is ancient and distinguished. The 
EKarldom of Aberdeen was conferrea by Charies 
Il. in 1862, justtwo hundred years ago, upon 
George Gordon, of Haddo, Lord High Chan- 
cellor of Scotland. My friend gives me the fol 
lowing account of himself: Upon the death of 
bis father he was twenty three years of age 
and master of very iarge estates and head of 
one ofthe most celebrated of Scottish fami- 
lies.

He left home in 
January, 66, informing his family that he 
was about to visit his uncle, who was at that 
time Governor of New Brunswick, in British 
North America.

The appellate court sees no 
error in the record to warrant a reversal of the 
judgment neveriheless.

SALTING A CORP ORATION. 


A Jastice’s Ruling and the Missouri Pacific 
Company’s Appeal. 

The Appellate Court to-day aflirmed the 
judgmentinthecuase of John S. Gibbs et al. 
against the Missouri Pacitic Railway Com papy. 
This was an action brfore a Justice of the | 
Peace tor damages. On the I4th ot Pebruary, 
1580, as the plaintiff's wagon was approaching 
on the highway a public crossing of the Mis- 
souri Pacific line an engine came along with- 
out giving any warning of approach andthe 
wagon was upset with all the merchandise it 
contained, to the damage of $167.10. There: 
was a judgment by dacfauuk before 
the Justice. ‘he company then appeared 
forthe purpose only of moving to sét aside 
the detuult. It was overruled and the com- 
pany appealed to the Circnit Court, where the 
judgment was aflirined tor failure to give ‘no 
tice of appeal. The company contended that 
inasmuch #3 it moved betore the Justice to set 
aside the default tor defects in process, the 
jurisdictional question was saved by the ap- 
peal. 

Tne Appellate Court says: ‘‘The truth is 
that the Circuit Court does not sit 43a court of 
review to correct errors or irregularities com - 
mitted in the trial before the Justie@. Ifthe 
Justice bad jurisdictiou over the subject-mat 
ter and the parties appear and an ’appral is 
taken to the CircuitCourt, though the appel- 
laitappears onty for that pu: pose, fhe case is 
for hea'ing in the Circuit Court, amittif the ap- 
pellant fuiled to prosecute its appeal no error 
is committed in affirming judgment.’’

“I’m afraid that the political future of the 

county is anything but encouraging,’”’ re- 
- marked an ojd gray-headed politician yester- 
day on Main street. 

‘“‘Things all over the county are getting pe- 
culiar. People are apathetic, leaders are be- 
coming unscrupulous, and the great and gio- 
rious principics that I spoke and voted for 
are getting to be among tbe issues of the past. 
Stili I keep track of the times. I’m right up 
with the march of progress.’’ 

“Know much about politics?’’ asked a red- 
hesded man who seemed to be connected with 
the mining interests. 

“I should consider myseif a fair politician. 
In the great campaign in Lilinois in 1836, 
when the good old Whig party—’’ 

“Too long ago,’’ responded the little man. 
“T’m something of a politician myself. I be- 
gan politics on the Comstock when Bill Sha- 
ron was running forthe United States Sen- 
ate.

**You don’t mean to say they opened the 
polls inthe sacred precincts of the dead?” 
asked the old man in astonishment. 

**We voted in all three precincts,’’ responded 
the little man. 

“IT mean you did not desecrate the solem- 
nity of the tomb by putting the polis in the 
cemetery.’’ 

“Oh, no,” responded the Comstovker; ‘‘we 
understand a few of the amenities of civiliza- 
tion over there ourselves. We don’t take the 
ballotbox to the graveyard; we bring the 
grave-yard tothe ballot-box. Manomet to 
the mountain, you see.” 

“But how would you be allowed to take 
corpses to the polls? Really, sir, 1 must beg 
leave to disbelieve this. The statutes dis-

Nearly every 
crossing and almost every square of the three 
hundred and twenty miles of alleged road- 
bed with which the city is disfigured speak 
for themselves.

What is the remedy? 

There are three means vy which the streets 
can be improved, and only three. In the first 
place, if the philanthropists of the city, in- 
stead of subscribing to a pretentious, insin- 
cere, impertinent and impossible conscience 
fund for street improvement, would go to 
the Assessor’s office once a year and sub- 
scribe to a truthful, personal tax return, that 
would be all the subscription for which there 
is any necessity. In other words, if they 
would pay what they owe the city, this -vol- 
untary conscience fund would not be neces- 
sary. 

The second avenue out of the wilderness of 
mud is to breAk down the Chinese wa!! which 
the city charter has erected against intelligent 
taxation. This will], of course, require a con- 
stitutional amendment and will take law- 
making and time to effect. It must, and will, 
be done sooner or later. 

The third way, and the most immediate 
feasible and practical one of the three, isto 
force the improvement and pay for it by 
special tax bills against the property im- 
proved. Let each real estate owner be com- 
pelled to pay for the paving of the street in 
front of his premises, or force him to sell out 
to some One else who is willing to pay. 

The town is fast becoming unattract- 
ive, and, in the mudty season, § al- 
aimost uninhabitable. We want new inhab- 
| fants, new capital, new business, new in- 
| dustries. All these are rather 
| am attracted by our’ streets. Our fu- 

ture living depends upon the continual 
vrowth and increasing population and pros- 


| perity of the town. As long as the city is 
| 
| fettered and shackled by barnacles and bad 


laws, by poverty, ignorance, perjury and 
fraud it will not require a particularly good 
statisitcian to record the evidences of our in- 
crease either in wealth or pooul:tion.

As your paper is the great organ of reform,I 
bespeak you: continued efforts on the vital 
question which interests every resident of 
st.

THE BIDDLE-PETTIS DUEL. 


Recollections of an Ola Colored Man, 
ST. Lous, February 16, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your interesting sketch of defunct St. 
Louis millionaires, allusion is made to the 
famous Biddle- Pettis duel, one of the several 
deadly encounters which gave Bloody Island 
its suggestive name. The main features of 
this duel are sufficiently familiar tothe pub- 
lic, but I happened not long sinceto gather 
some interesting, though unimportant, par- 


ticulars from an unexpected source. One of 
the oldest residents of Alton is a venerable 
colored man named William Johnston ;quite a 
historical characterin asmall way. Born in 
Aberdeen, Scotiand, he has an unmistakable 
Scotch brogue, and very few of the character- 
istic African peculiarities. 

In early life he was body servant to a Scot- 
tish nobleman andin that capacity traveled 
extensively in Europe and acquired a smat- 
tering of the continental languages. He saw 
and heard Lord Byron when the great poet 
made a short address of thanks to a crowd in 
front ofan Abee deen hotel. Johnston be- 
came a Free Mason in Scotland and also learn- 
edthe trade upon which that ancient and 
honorable order is based. Emigrating to 
America, he located in St. Louis at an early 
day and assisted in the construction of many 
of our oldest buildings, among them the Cath- 
olic Cathedral on Walnut street, the last 
| stones in the tower of which he laid, receiv- 
| ing thereforfrom Bishop Rosatti a glass of 
| wine aud a $ gold piece in addition to his

| Lovejoy, the anti slavery martyr, whose tragi 
ical death atthe handsof a mob, enlisted in 
the anti slavery cause its most eloquent and 
‘indomitable champion, Wendell Phillips.

(that Pettis, though grievously insulted by 
| Biddle—cowhided in bed at the old Missouri 
Hotel—would not have sent a challenge but 
forthe persistent urging of a friend, Lieut.

| affair came eff. And he says—on the authority 
'of one of the female servants in the 
| nouse, who overheard the conversation—thbat 
| Biddle was not inclined to accept the cha)- 
lenge, feeling it ‘*beneath his dignity’’ to 
tight Pettis. His-wife, however (a Miss Mul- 
‘lauphy), insisted npon acceptance, on the 
ground that his reputation asa goldier and a 
genticnian demanded if; saying she ‘‘had 
rather be the widow of a brave manthan the 
wife of acoward.’’ Sothe challenge was ac- 
capted, Maj. Ben O’Fallon acting as second. 
Biddle, being extremely near sighted, fixed 
the distance to suit his defective eyes, and 
the combatants were separated by only the 
length ot a pocket handkerchief stretched be 


| tween the extended arms of each. Jobnston 
wua in the crowd as-embled on the Missouri 
shore near the foot of Carr street, 
then a high bank. He # £saw the smoke 
of the pistols, and says the 


explosions wele so near together that they 
sounded like one report. Pettis was shot 
through the breast from side to side; died 
next day, Saturday, and was buried Sunday, 
in a cemetery alittie south of the junction of 
Fourth street and Chouteau avenue. Biddle— 
the aim ot his antagonist being unsteadv— was 
shotthrough the bowels; lingered until the 
following Tuesday itn great agony, and was 
buried near wbatis now the corner of Tenth 
and Biddle streets. Joh»ston bricked up his 
vrave, and describes him a8 a tall man of fifty 
or more, with gray side whiskers, and having 
a Verv dignified appearance. Pettis was rather 
small and puny, aid my informant thought, 
when the quarrel first started, that it would 
end no more seriously than by ‘* Biddle laying 
Pettis over his knee and spanking him.’’

An Asylum Now Being Built at a 
Cost of 815,000 to the State. 
— 
To be Opened April 1—The Law in Re- > 


gard to Deranged Prisoners— 
Only One Insane Convict 
Pardoned,. 


The alleged insanity of A. B. Wakefield, now 
incarcerated in the Penitentiary at Jefferson 
Oity, revives public inquiries concerning the 
disposition of insane convicts. The fact that 
the Penitentiary now contains about twenty 
lunatics, who cannot be properly cared 
for within prison walls, renders. the 
subject of their treatment a peculiarly inter- 
esting one, especially in view of the situation 
heretofore occupied by the State institutions 
with regard toit. The pharmacy, the disci- 


pline and the cnaracter of medical skil] inci- ~ 


dent to prison life are not calculated to in- 
spire confidence in the prison treatment of 
insane convicts, but it is not considered 


humane or just to place the criminal 
in contact with the innocent lunatic 
of the reguiar insane asylums, and 
therefore the humanitarians, physicians and 
legislutors have puzzled themselves and mys- 
tifled the people in endeavors to solve the 
conundrum, | 

Gen. John A. Hockaday, of Fulton, Mo., 
late Attorney-General of the State, now State 
Senator,and for many years a member of the 
Board of Managers of the Insane Asylum at 
Fulten, was yesterday approached by a re- 
porter of the POST-DISPATCH for legal infor- 
mation concerning , 

THE INSANE CONVICTS. 

The reporter inguired: , 

‘‘Can a person who becomes insane after bis 
incarceration in the Penitentiary of this 
a be removed toa regular insane asy- 

um?’’ 

‘*The law provides that if any person, after 
being convicted ot anycrime or misdemean- 
or, and before the execution, in whole orin 

art, of the sentence of the court, becomes 

nsane, it shall be the duty of the Governor of 
the State to inquire into the facts, and hemay 
pardon such lunatic, or commute 
or suspend, for the time being, the 
execution in such manner and for such period 
as he may think proper, and may, by his war- 
rant to the Warden of the Penitentiary, order™ 
the lunatic to be conveyed to the asylum, and 
there kept until restored to reason. If the 
sentence of the lunatic is suspended by the 
Governor, the sentence of the court shall be 
executed after the period of suspension has 
expired, unless otherwise directed by the 
Governor.’’ 

‘*Then why are the insane convicts now in 
the Penitentiary permitted to remain there?’’ 

‘*‘Because the asylum is already crowded to 
overflowing, and more patients cannot be re- 
ceived. ‘“‘he accommodations are at present 
inadequate for even the regular class of luna- 
tics, and 

CONFUSION WOULD ENSUE 

if the Governor should order the convict 
class. to Fulton. Besides, Dr. Smith, 
the superintendent, has persistently 
maintained thatthe promiscuous interming- 
ling of the criminal and non-criminal insane 
is highly prejudicial to successful treatment, 
as well as to the discipline of the institution. 
The inmates are generally sensitive to the 
greatest degree, and are always disturbed 
about their associations. In the few expert- 
ments we made of placing convicts among 
them we found a disposition to rebel, and the 
result was of incalculable injury to the regu- 
lar patients.’’ 

‘*‘Ig there not some other provision for the 
criminal class?’’ 

** Yes; the iast Legislature appropriated $15. - 
000 for the construction of an asylum for in- 
sane convicts exclusively. It was first pro- 
posed to erect the building at Jefferson City as 
an adjunct of the Penitentiary, butthe Legis- 
lature wisely cone uded to locate it at Fulton 
as an adjunct or department ofthe State In- 


sane Asylum, under the same Board of Man- * 


agers, and subject to the same faculty, 
but under the immediate controlof a super- 
intendent specially appointed for that pur- 
poem It was expected that the building would 

e ready for occupancy by the ist of January 
last, but some necessary delays occurred and 
our expectations were not fulfilled. 

‘THE NEW BUILDING 

wil] now be formally opened about bor 3 lst of 


April. at which time it be- 
lieved the Governor will pro- 
ceed to transfer the insane convicts 


to their fresh quarters. The Board ot Manag~ 
ers recently appointed Dr. Henry, of Lafayette 
county, as superintendent and physician in 
charge.’’ : 

os Has Dr. Henry any special fitness for the 
position?’’ 

‘‘Well, he is ambitious and came with 
splendid recommendations. He is a Ken- 
tuckian by birth, but has resided in Missouri 
a number of years.’’ 

‘*Will convicts removed from the Peniten- 
tiary to the asylum receive credit for the time 


they remain in the latter place?’’ 


‘*That willbe a question for determination 
by the courts. I présumethat as soon as a 
convict’s term of senience is believed to have 
ex pired—inclusive of time spent in the asylum 
—somebody will bring suit by habeas corpns 
to secure his release, andthe court will then 
determine the matter.’’ 

It will be observed, therefore thatin the case 
of Wakefield it is possible under the law for 
that distinguished gentleman to place himself 
in a position where the Governor might feel 
it incumbent to — a pardon or a removal 
to the asplum, the former action resting as 
definitely in the law as the latter upon the 


facts. 

R. D. Willis, chief clerk of the!Penitentiarv, 
was asked if Gov. Crittenden had ever gran 
ed a pardon to an insane convict, and hec 
one instance, that of the reli us 
Innatic who was sent up rom 
Newton coun with her brother-in-law 
for the murder of an infant from whom they 
were attempting to remove the devil. The 
man was pardoned by Gov. Phelps en 
condition that bis relatives would remove him 
from the penitentiary to an insane asylum, 
and there keep him one year under treatment. 
The woman was pardoned outright by Gov. 
Crittenden because she was supposed to have 
regained her reason, and prior to her de- 
parture had been a domestic tne Warden’s 


service.

The fact is patent that the 
rich, or a large number of them, to put 
the statement in naked truth, perjure them- 
selves annually to evade the law and 
to avoid paying what they justly owe. No 
other answer will solve the question, yet none 
is more distasteful, none more injurious to 
the good name of the city. There can be no 
doubt that thesame percentage of growth 
which marked the years between 1865 and 1871 
shouid be visible from 1871 to 1880. If this 
were the case, the personal return of St. 
Louis to-day would be over $80,000,000. This 
simply means that the city treasury has 
been defrauded out of more money in the 
last five years, in this way, than 
would pave every street and alley, 
build several boulevards, and light the city 
from end to end with electricity. Any man 
can make the calculation, the rate for the last 
five years inthe old limits being $2 60 per 
$100. The figures tell a story both true, 


Comparisons of Personalty Assess- 
ment in Other Cities. 


Let the Rich People Make Honest Tax 
Returns and Then the Streets 
Can be Paved With 
the Money. 


The POsT-DISPATCH in Saturday’s edition 
pointed out an easy way to secure sufficiens 
mouey to pave the city of St. Louis. One of 
the merits of this plan was that it couid be 
carried outin avery few years, and without 
any additional! taxation. 

Another recommendation was that it re- 
quired only three things to be done, all of 
which are so easy and so just that it ought to 
be unnecessary to mention “them. The first 
was that all good citizens, especially the rich, 
when they are cailed upon each year to make 


affidavit to the amount of their personal 
property, should refrain from perjuring 
themeelves, and state the plain truth. 


THé second was that the able assessors who 
value the real estate for taxation purposes 
should put a just price on such property, 
without regard tothe owner and without a 
‘thought as to how muca thev might make by 
undervaluation. The third was tbat the 
shoalsof barnacies who cling around the 
various city offices shou!d be shaken off and 
the city’s business be transacted 
in the same manner that a mer- 
chant manages a private establishment, 
carefully and economically. Though these 
means seem easy and equitable, vet they are 
all neglected to such a degree that men whose 
returns show them to be comparatively poor, 
are forced by the mud nuisance to offer $1,000 
subscription out of their pinched purses 
towards street 1econstruction, and heaviiy 
taxed citizens are called upon periodically to 
vote down amendments to the charter pro- 
viding additional taxation to rebuild the high- 
ways.

BAKEWELL AND LAUGHLIN. 


The Appellate Judge’s Opiuion Opposite to 
the Criminal Judge’s. ; 


In the light of Judge Laughlin’s astounding 
decision of yesterday it is well to turn to 
Judge Bakeweil’s opinion of February last 


year, denying u writ of ha- 
beas corpus in a county case, 
John Buchner. The appellate Judge 


at that time said: ‘‘Bv act of the Legislature, 
approved April 28, 1877, page 207, it was pro. 

ded that the Nighth Judicial. Circutt shall 
consist of the city of St. Louis, and that the 
Nineteenth Judicial Circuit shall consist 
of the counties of St. Louis, St. Charles, 
Lincoln and Warren. This provision nee 
nizes the new political subdivision of the 
State which had been carved out of the old 
St. Louis county, and which still retained the 
name, and ip effect created for that county, 
which was a different subdivisiod ot the State 
from the original county, a new 
Circuit Jjourt, and gave to that court 
criminal jurisdiction overaterritory which, 
up to that time, had been subject to the juris 
diction of the St. Louis Criminal Court, and 
the enactment was manifestiy intended to re- 
strict, and did restrict, the jurisdiction of the 
Oriminal Court to the city of St. Louis. A 
provision of thie character, and to this effect, 
is contemplated by section 24, article 9 of the 
Constitution. 

The Circuit Court of the old county of St. 
Louis, thatis, the Circuit Oourt of the Eighth 
Judicial Cireuit, was and is deprived of origt- 
nal criminal jurisdiction by tne terms of the 
act creating the St. Louis Court of 
Criminal Correction, but this provision cannot 
appiy to the court created by act of April 28, 
Isj7, and attached tothe Nineteenth Judicial 
Circuit, because that court did not come into 
the act of 1855
